yesterdays Little Rock dispatch 
reporting that Sigma Delta Chi, 
the professional fraternity of 
newspaper men and women, has 
decided to hire an attorney and 
fight the proposal now before the 
Arkansas Supreme Court to 
change the rules of criminal 
procedure. 


The AP dispatch said: 


"The 
Arkansas Bar 


Association proposed the 
rules to the court in a 
petition. The rules would 
restrict pre-trial publicity in 
criminal cases and would 
prohibit court officials from 
discussing pending cases." 
But John Reeder, news 


director of KARK-TV 
and 


president of the Little Rock 
chapter of Sigma Delta Chi, said, 
in the words of the dispatch, "It 
was important for the court to 
know that the news media do not 
agree on these rules as the bar 
association petition indicates." 


As a working newspaper editor 


and a member of Sigma Delta 
Chi I support its position against 
the Arkansas Bar Association's 
petition. I do so without having 
read the lawyers' petition and 
without having consulted either 
the Sigma Delta Chi officers or 
any other newspaper man. No 
apology 
is 
necessary. 
A 


newspaper 
man 
needn't 


apologize for upholding the views 
of his professional organization 
any more than a lawyer is to be 


^criticized for backing the 


professional group to which he 
belongs. 


Frankly, neither lawyers nor 


newspapermen are to be trusted 
to revise court procedure to suit 
their profession alone. 


Some newspapers hiire han- 


dled court matters in a sen- 
sational fashion strictly to serve 
their circulation 
obviously with the help of 
lawyers all too willing to "try 
their case in the papers." 


But this is not the general rule 


of conduct for conscientious 
editors 
and 
conscientious 


lawyers. 


As Americans we were 


brought up to believe that every 
accused person is entitled to a 
fair trial. Newspaper abuses 
should be curbed. But so should 
unscrupulous lawyers. 


Exclusion of the press from the 


formulating of new criminal 
procedure smells of secrecy— 
which could possibly lead to 
more miscarriages of justice 
than today's procedure with all 
its faults. 


Certainly this is a time when 


both sides should be heard—the 
press as well as the attorneys— 
and a compromise worked out.

Mayor W. W. Dumas blames 
Black Muslims in part for a 
street gunfight between law en- 
forcement officers and blacks 
which left four men dead. Sev- 
en young Muslims deny their 
organization was involved. 


A spokesman for the NAACP 


says he isn't sure who was in- 
volved 
in 
shooting 
which 


erupted Monday after police 
moved in to clear a city street 
of an impromptu rally at which 
militants were calling for un- 
proved conditions in the city's 
black community. 


Gov. John McKeithen blamed 


the burst of gunfire on a down- 
town street two miles from 
Louisiana's capitol on "out- 
siders." 


And Sheriff's Detective Capt. 


Bryan Clemmons Jr. 
says 


"some sort of suicide plot" 
might have been involved in 
the shootout which took the 
lives of two deputies and two 
blacks. 


Twenty blacks were arrested 


and charged with disturbing the 


peace after the afternoon shoot- 
out and eight of the 20 were lat- 
er charged with murder in the 
deaths of the two deputies. 


Some 25 persons were treated 


for injuries, including Baton 
Rouge 
Police 
Chief 
Eddie 


Bauer. 


Four hundred National Guard 


troops were called to duty to 
bolster local and state police in 
enforcing a dusk to dawn cur- 
few. Bars and grocery stores 
were ordered closed. 


"We have every reason to be- 


lieve this is a national move- 
ment by the Muslims," Dumas 
said. "The information we get 
is that this isn't just local." 


McKeithen said the city was 


aware of what he called the 
outsiders. 


"Mayor Dumas called me 


Monday morning and warned 
me there could be trouble," 
McKeithen 
said, "but he 


thought they would come to 
City Hall and talk to him." 


The seven young men who 


disclaimed Muslim involvement 
did so in a statement handed to 
newsmen after the shooting. 
They said they were members 
of the Black Muslim movement 
in Baton Rouge, but they were 


not identified. 


They said the blacks who 


fought with police apparently 
were renegades 
who called 


themselves Muslims. 


Harvey Britton, field director 


of the Louisiana NAACP, said, 
"We don't know that there are 
Black Muslims involved. Or if 
it is an out-of-town or fractional 
group. We don't know if it was 
the Muslims or the NAACP or 
anyone else." 


In speaking of a possible sui- 


cide plot, Clemmons said: 


"From what we get on the 


streets, they told people to 
bring your friends to a meeting 
Monday and they told them to 
tell a policeman and you'll see 
something you've never seen 
before. So we don't know."

Cuban Plane Points Up 
Weak Spot in Defense

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - 


House investigators say failure 
of U.S. air defenses to spot a 
lumbering Cuban airliner be- 
fore it landed at New Orleans 
last fall demonstrates an ene- 
my attack could be launched 
from the south "with little risk 
of being detected in advance." 


A report released today by 


the House Armed Services in- 
vestigating subcommittee says 
U.S. authorities—despite three 
hours' notice—did not know the 
plane had penetrated American 
defenses until its pilot radioed 
for landing instructions. 


The report calls the existing 


American air-defense 
system 


"virtually useless" and says a 
1,500-mile gap between Florida 
and California is "virtually de- 
void of military surveillance 
and air-defense command and 
control. 


"Since our potential enemies 


know of the gaping holes in our 


air defenses," said Chairman 
F. Edward Hebert, D-La., "I 
think it is high time that the 
American people were let in on 
this open secret." 


Hebert's subcommittee urged 


Secretary of Defense Melvin R. 
Laird to speed up lagging de- 
velopment of a new air-defense 
system—and for now install a 
sophisticated, new, 
over-the- 


horizon radar to cover Cuba 
and the Gulf of Mexico. 


Gen. Seth J. McKee, com- 


mander of the North American 
Air Defense Command (NO- 
RAD) estimated the interim 
southern coverage would cost 
170 million to $125 million. 


McKee testified NORAD did 


not know the Russian-built Cu- 
ban airliner headed toward 
New Orleans last Oct. 26 with 
21 Cuban sugar conferees had 
penetrated U.S. defenses until 
it was informed the pilot had 
radioed the New Orleans tower 
for landing instructions 33 min- 
utes earlier. 


That report to NORAD was 


interrupted with the informa- 
tion that the Cuban plane was 
on the ground, McKee testified. 


Hebert's subcommittee said 


Havana 
had messaged 
the 


Miami Air Traffic Control al- 
most four hours earlier with a 
flight plan, and the information 
was relayed to a variety of 
points including NORAD, the 
State Department, the Federal 
Aviation Administration head- 
quarters in Washington and the 
New Orleans control tower. 


The subcommittee said the 


FAA urged the State Depart- 
ment to permit the plane's en- 
try so as not to endanger re- 
lease from Havana of a hi- 
jacked American Airlines 747 
with 235 passengers. 


It also said the State Depart- 


ment notified NORAD the Cu- 
ban plane probably would not 
make the flight because the Ha- 
vana airport was closed for the 
arrival

must normally pass. 


Statements about plans to 


create a test tube baby have 
come recently from scientists 
in England, with similar work 
reported under way in Belgium 
and Japan. 


In England, Dr. Douglas 


Bevis, a researcher at Jessop 
Hospital in Sheffield, said early 
in January he is ready to im- 
plant an artificially impreg- 
nated embryo in the womb of a 
volunteer.

Richmond 
Must Merge 


RICHMOND, Va. (AP) - A 


federal judge has ordered the 
merger of the mostly black 
schools of Richmond with the 
predominantly white schools in 
two adjacent counties, holding 
that "if there is to be public 
education it must, under the 
Constitution, be afforded to all 
on an equal basis." 


The 325-page decision issued 


Monday by U.S. District Court 
Judge Robert R. Merhige Jr. 
was the first involving consoli- 
dation of schools of separate ju- 
risdictions to accomplish school 
desegregation. 


Merhige's ruling—to become 


effective 
next 
September- 


creates a 104,000-pupil metro- 
politan school division, in- 
cluding Richmond and two ad- 
jacent counties, Henrico to the 
north and Chesterfield to the 
south. It also calls for busing 
within the new district to 
achieve 
racial 
balance 
in 


schools. 


An appeal is considered cer- 


tain by the two counties, whose 
attorneys argued before Mer- 
hige last August that they were 
complying with constitutional 
requirements and were being 
called on to bail out Richmond 
from its urban problems. 


Merhige held there was noth- 


ing inviolate about the jurisdic- 
tional lines, since the cities and 
counties are creatures of the 
state and could have their lines 
altered or even be abolished by 
the state.

Israeli Hits

SPACE CENTER, Houston 


(AP) — Lunar scientists have 
identified three basic building 
blocks of the moon and dis- 
covered a large region of rela- 
tively high radioactivity. 


Experts reported Monday at 


the third annual Lunar Science 
Conference that study of data 
and rocks gathered on Apollo 
moon-landing flights disclose 
these three basic materials 
from which the moon is con- 
structed: 


-Iron-rich (basaltic) rock 


found in the great dry plains on 
the front side of the moon. Ba- 
salt also is a common material 
found on earth but its chemical 
composition differs from that 
on the moon. 


—Kreep, the mysterious po- 


tassium-rich material returned 
by Apollo astronauts which also 
is high in such other radio- 
active elements as uranium, 


thorium and rare earth metals. 
This is generally found in the 
radioactive northwest sector on 
the front side. 


—Plagioclase found in most 


parts of the moon. It is low in 
radioactivity and high in alumi- 
num, calcium and sodium. 


"Now that we have identified 


these 
three 
basic building 


blocks, we must continue our 
studies to find how they are re- 
lated in time and place," re- 
ported Dr. Paul W. Cast, chief 
of planetary and earth sciences 
at NASA's Manned Spacecraft 
Center. 


Dr. James Arnold of the Uni- 


versity of California at San 
Diego said the radioactive zone 
was detected by a gamma-ray 
experiment operated by astro- 
naut Alfred M. Worden as he 
orbited the moon alone during 
the Apollo 15 mission last Au- 
gust.

Arnold said research is under 


way to determine if the radio-1 
activity is associated with ther-l 
mal emissions from beneath I 
the surface. He emphastaed the 
dosage is high only In relation 
to the rest of the moon and that 
levels are similar to those on I 
earth. 


Gast said origin of the radio- 


active kreep rocks "is a crucial 
clue to the early history of the 
moon. It's important that we 
determine when they last crys- 
tallized from a liquid." 


He said experts believe this 


occurred 
about four billion 


years ago, about the time the 
Mare Imbrium was carved out 
of the moon by the impact of a 
giant object from apace. This 
would have been about 500,000 
years after the time most lunar 
scientists believe the moon was 
created. 


Haze That Hid Mars Clearing

PASADENA, Calif. (AP) - 


The haie that has hidden Mars

September 
and 


threatened Mariner 9 with fail- 
ure is rapidly clearing. 


Scientists say the orbiting 


spacecraft's television cameras 
are returning striking photo- 
graphs that show strange, 
unexplained features. 


"The photographs are show- 


ing us a fantastic range of 
brand new phenomena that no 
one ever suspected existed on 
Mars. Every day something 
new is turning up in the photo- 
graphs," Dr. Carl Sagan, an as- 
tronomer from Cornell Univer- 
sity working on the Mariner 9 
project said Monday. 


The photographs have shown 


towering ridges and canyons 
"grander than the Grand Can- 
yon." One such canyon appears 
to be 6 to 12 miles acroas and 
perhaps more than a mile deep, 
the scientists report. 


There are pictures of great 


craters, one about 70 miles 
across that closely 
resemble 


earth features evolved through 
volcanic activity. 


And one picture shows a 7,- 


000-foot high plateau so riddled 
with cracks that its appearance 
has been likened to an ele- 
phant's wrinkled skin. 


"No one has any good idea 


what this could be," said one 
puzzled geology expert. 


Mariner 9 went into orbit 


Nov. 
13, but eager scientists 


quickly discovered the space- 
craft's two television cameras 


couldn't see through dust kick- 
ed up by a Martian storm. 


The pictures sent back from 


as close as MO miles generally 
showed a uniform grey.

"It helps to 
soothe and calm them down." 


Mrs. Mager, who has played 


nurse to sick bald eagles for 
two years, has as her latest 
ward a bird named Hallie. 


Hallie was grounded last 


week by a hunter's bullet which 
smashed into her wing and 
shattered the bone. 


The bald eagle is being kept 


in a walk-in cage in Mrs. Ma- 
ger's back yard. 


"In two years I have nursed 


six bald eagles back to health," 
said Mrs. Mager. "The real 
thrill comes the day you open 
the cage door and they fly 
free." 


Mrs. Mager says she feeds 


the eagles fish, mainly trout or 
mackerel. 


"At the moment Hallie gets 


one big fish a day," she said. 
"I just put it in the cage and 
she eats it as she would in the 
wild. 


"I try to have as little con- 


tact with the birds as possible," 
Mrs. Mager added. "I just talk 
to them when I go into the 
cage, but otherwise I try not to 
handle them because I want 
them to remain wild." 


Mrs. Mager became 
inter- 


ested in birds of prey when she 
went to work for the Audubon 
Society nine years ago. 


Hallie was found 
on the 


banks of the upper St. Johns 
River and was taken to the 
society. 


After her mate was dis- 


covered guarding eggs in a 
treetop eyrie, the society organ- 
ized an airlift so the male eagle 
would not have to leave the 
nest for food. 


But after a few days society 


members said the male bird 
apparently called in another fe- 
male to share the egg-sitting 
chores and the airlift was can- 
celed. 


Hallie has had a steel pin in- 


serted in her wing bone to hold 
it together. It is doubtful she 
will ever fly again.

As an "adjustment 
to income" they may deduct 
only their transportation and 
travel expenses. The other 
expenses, including gifts to 
customers, entertainment, 
telephone, secretarial help 
and others, are deducted as 
a miscellaneous deduction, 
and only if they 
itemize 


their deductions. 


By being permitted to de- 


duct their total business-re- 
lated expenses as "adjust- 
ments to income" the outside 
salesman still has the Choice 
of itemizing his deductions 
or electing the standard de- 
duction. 


An outside salesman is one 


whose principal function is to 
sell away from his employ- 
er's place of business. This 
would include a salesman 
who calls upon customers in 
an assigned territory or a 
manufacturer's 
representa- 


tive, but it does not include 
a new car salesman, a milk 
truck or bread truck driver, 
nor an insurance agent hand- 
ling a debit account. 


Two methods may be used 


in determining your allow- 
able auto expenses. 


You may list the total cost

of operating your car, in- 
cluding depreciation, gas and 
oil, repairs, insurance, car 
washing, purchase of tires, 
batteries and all accessories, 
the cost of the auto license, 
Auto Clut» membership and 
any towmg xharges. 


From this total expense

Taxes 


deduct that proportion of 
your total driving that is 
represented 
by your busi- 
ness driving. For example, 
if your records show 55 per 
cent of your tdtal mileage 
last year represented miles 
driven in business, that per- 
centage of your total car ex- 
pense is deductible. 


The second method per- 


mits you to take 12 cents a 
mile for the first 15,000 miles 
of business driving and nine 
cents a mile for anything in 
excess of 15,000 miles. 


Whichever 
method 
you 


use, you may additionally 
charge the exact amount of 
parking fees and turnpike 
tolls in connection with your 
business driving.

This was China as the 18th century flowed 


into the 19th: 


The Manchus, who had taken the dynastic 


name of Ch'ing, or "Pure," had ruled for ISO 
yean through the traditional institutions and 
were considered legitimately Chinese. 


Under two model Confucian emperors, K'ana 


Hsi and his grandson Ch'ten Lung, both of 
whose reigns lasted 60 yean, China reached its 
greatest territorial extent. Population had soared 
to some 300 million and for the first time there 
was serious overcrowding. 


That population was overwhelmingly peas- 


ant, uneducated and superstitious. Al>ove the 
peasantry was the gentry class, whose wealth 
was based on land ownership. The gentry were 


the guardians of the Confucianist bases of 
China's society and the source of its officials. 


The Chinese had always been collectivistic. 


The basic unit of society was not the indi- 
vidual but the family, which included the dead 
as well as the living, with authority proceeding 
from age and muteness. 


Lovers of culture, propounders of great eth- 


ical systems and bound by an elaborate eti- 
quette designed to smooth human relationships 
but which baffled and seemed hypocritical to 
Westerners, the Chinese were yet capable of 
outbursts of anarchy and cruelty. 


Brilliant inventors in the past, the Chinese 


had never developed science. They desired not 
to master nature but to live in harmony with 
it. Proud of their long history, self-sufficient 
as an agricultural people, they merely wished 
to be left alone. 


As modern Chinese historian H. T. Lei notes, 


"Not only were there no new stirrings of the 
spirit in any sphere, but no need for such stir- 
rings was even faintly felt." 


China was crystallized, static and satisfied, 


and convinced as of old that there was but 
one Great Society. All who conformed to its 
ways were Chinese, whatever their race. All 
who did not were barbarians. The Chinese 


totally ignorant of the ideas of inter- 
were 
national law and equality among nations that 
had been developed in the West. 


This was China on the brink of invasion 


bv an alien culture armed with technology. Un- 
like previous invasions, this one was.io be by 
sea. Its impact on the Flowery Kingdom, the 
Central Nation, the Celestial Empire, could not 
have been more profound had it come from 
another planet.

Picket Overstated the Case

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


lonely picket who marched 
around the Supreme Court 
decrying "the death of an In- 
stitution" 
undoubtedly 
was 


overstating the case. 


In fact, Lewis F. Powell Jr. 


and William H. Rehnqidat, the 
new justices sworn in last Fri- 
day to the picket's deep dis- 
taste, had nothing to do with 
the court's latest decisions. 
Powell and Rehnquiat came in 
too late to participate in the 
rulings handed down Monday. 


But the symbolism is too 


marked to be ignored. 


In the only two cases decided 


by opinion the court had an op- 
portunity of "substantial 
na- 


tional importance." 


Instead, the court seized on 


aspects of mootneas and side- 
stepped the issues and con- 
troversy. In 1 legalistic .senae',' 
the court may have been cor- 
rect. But doubts begin to ariae 
about its commitment to resolv- 
ing 
social, 
or 
even con- 


stitutional, issues. 


One case concerned com- 


mercial parking lots operated 
by a Baptist church in Miami 
that enjoys the tax-free status 
accorded religious institutions. 
The second dealt with opposi- 
tion of corporate officers to dis- 
sidents expressing sociopolitical 
news. 


The court swept both appeals 


from its midst by 6-1 votes 
though full-acale hearings had 
been held. It cited recent devel- 
opments to declare the cases 
moot. 


In the churclMtate case, the 


Florida 
Legislature 
has 


changed the law to prohibit tax 
exemptions when church prop- 
erty is not used predominantly 
for religious purposes. 


In the corporate case, Dow 


Chemical Co. finally allowed 
shareholders to vote on a dis- 
sident proposal that 
sold-only 
promises not to use the searing 
jelly against humans. The pro- 
posal was defeated. 


Somewhat stiffly, the court 


declared it was not in the habit 
of rendering "advisory opinions 
on abstract 
propositions 
of 


law." 


The basis for a substantive 


decision was gone, the court 
said, in that the Miami resi- 
dents who complained about 
the parking lota sought only to 
repeal the now-supplanted Flor- 
ida law. 


As for Dow Chemical, Justice 


Thurgood Marshall declared for 
the majority that the company 
is unlikely to bar another an- 
tinapalm vote, particularly in 
light of the proposal's crushing 
defeat. 


In his dissenting opinion in 


the Dow case, Justice William 
0. Douglas described the chem- 
ical manufacturer as a typical 
"modem 
supercorporation"

Could the professor block the 


young man's project if ha so 
desired? This question arose not 
long ago when a professor ac- 
tually did go to court against 
a classroom copycat. He claimed 
that publication of tba lectures 
would violate his "common law 
copyright." 


The defendant retorted that 


the professor had lost the copy* 
right by uttering his words ia 
public, thereby making than 
"free for ail- 


But the court tided with tba 


professor and granted him an 
injunction. The court pointed 
out that be bad spoken not to 
the general public, for general 
use, but to a limited group for 
limited use. 


.Other courts have agreed that 


a professor does not lose hia 
common law copyright merely 
by delivering lecture* to his stu- 
dents. By the same token, a 
minister probably retains rights 
in his sermons after delivering 
them to his congregation. 


However, a copyright gen- 


erally protects only the mode of 
expression, not the information 
itself. For example: 


A professor of medicine com- 


plained in court that a new book 
contained certain details about 
surgery that he had described in 
his lecture*. 


But it turned out that the book

The most vocal and most 


powerful opposition to no- 
fault insurance has come 
from the American T r i a l 
Lawyers Association. It's un- 
derstandable. A study by the 
Federal Judicial Center of 
220,000 auto injury cases in 
one year showed that law- 
yers collected in fees and 
expenses 1700 million — al- 
most e x a c t l y the same 
amount as received by the 
accident victims. It's a bil- 
lion-dollar-a -year business 
for personal injury lawyers. 


Massachusetts, the first 


no-fault state, has seen in- 
surance premiums reduced 
42.6 per cent in a year. Fine 
for the motorist —but it's 
been a year of bleak depres- 
sion for lawyers specializing 
in auto injury lawsuits. The 
current president of the Trial 
Lawyers' Association has 
said he was elected on a 
platform 
of opposing 
no- 


fault, and that's what he's 
going to do. 


State legislatures are, of 
course, heavily larded with 
members of the legal profes- 
sion. No-fault insurance was 
defeated in California, pri- 
marily by lawyer-legislators, 
even though the state bar as- 
sociation felt called upon to 
go on record pro-no-fault. 


We foresee a dim future 


for no-fault insurance at the 
state-legislature level. In 
two or three states, it's been 
adroitly disposed of by pass- 
ing bills labeled no-fault, 
which in fact invite just as 
m a n y lawsuits as before. 
One top expert has predicted 
these bills will actually in- 
crease insurance costs.

If 
you're injured you don't 
have to go to court to prove 
that somebody else was at 
fault, so you can collect from 
him—that is, from his insur- 
ance company. Regardless 
of whose fault the accident 
was, your insurance com- 
pany takes care of your med- 
ical bills and other economic 
losses, in the usual case. 


Under our present go-to- 


court-to-collect system, most 
accident victims bear a good 
share of the losses they suf- 
fer. The average injured per- 
son, according to a definitive 
federal study, bears 57 per 
cent of the cost of the in- 
juries. The average econom- 
ic loss in permanent disabil- 
ity cases was put at 178,000; 
the average collected is 812,-

Cost of Living Council says it 
will start disckBtflf the names 
of violators of wage-price con- 
trols, and a congressman has 
hinted his committee may in- 
vestigate current policy unless 
additional action is taken to 
protect consumers. 


Council Director Donald 


Rumsfeld said Monday the new 
disclosure policy includes the 
possibility that results of coun- 
cil investigations may be given 
to persons who file complaints 
•gainst excessive price and 
wage increases. 


Names of violators have been 


automatically withheld unless 
the government went to court 
to force compliance with wage- 
price guidelines. The govern- 
ment also continually has said 
consumers are not entitled to 
see business records that con- 
tain justification for price 
hikes. The council did not say 
whether companies will be re- 
quired to disclose that informa- 
tion according to the new pol- 
icy. 


Rep. Wright Patman, chair- 


man of the House Banking 


Committee, meanwhile asked

Millionaire 
Oilman Dies 
CANNES, France (AP) - 


Nubar Gulbenkian, the flam- 
boyant oil millionaire, 
died 


Monday night at a Cannes hos- 
pital. He was 75. 


Gulbenkian, son of the legen- 


dary independent oil operator 
Calouste Gulbenkian, was one 
of British society's more color- 
ful figures. A tireless socialite 
and party giver, a gourment 
and a man of extravagant 
habits, he was rarely seen with- 
out an orchid in his buttonhole. 


The cause of death was not 


announced, but he had suffered 
from a heart ailment for sev- 
eral years and had been hospi- 
talized several times in recent 
months. 


Gulbenkian was born in Kadi 


Keui, an Armenian town under 
Turkish domination, on June 2, 
1896. The family fled to Eng- 
land to escape the Turkish 
massacres, and Nubar was edu- 
cated at Harrow. While his mis- 
erly father piled up a vast for- 
tune in oil investments, he em- 
ployed his son without salary 
and gave him only occasional 
sums for pocket money. But

signature of Howard Hughes." 


Irving told three reporters in 


a wide-ranging interview Mon- 
day in the offices of McGraw- 
Hill that the voice he heard in 
excerpts of last week's news 
conference, aired on television 
Sunday night, "was an ex- 
cellent forgery of what Mr. 
Hughes must have sounded like 
some four years ago." 


Reminded that the two inde- 


pendent voice experts had said 
tapes of the voice on the tele- 
phone matched older record- 
ings known to have been made 
by Hughes, Irving asked: "How 
valid could they be if they were 
compared with a recording 25 
years old?" He did not elabo- 
rate on what might have al- 
tered Hughes voice in recent 
years. 


NEW DELHI (AP) - East 


Germany recognized Bangla- 
desh today, the Indian govern- 
ment radio announced. It was 
the third government-after In- 
dia and Bhutan—to recognize 
the new nation that once was 
East Pakistan.

HONG KONG (AP) - Suspi- 


cions of sabotage in the Queen 
Elisabeth fire mounted today, 
but Hong Kong's fire chief said 
he had no evidence to support 
the speculation. 


The South China Morning 


Post said an official of the com- 
pany that owned the former 
luxury liner reported the fire 
broke out simultaneously Sun- 
day in four different locations.

Navigation Corp., could not be 
reached for confirmation of the 
report, and another company 
officer, C. S. Wang, denied it. 


The Hisabeth's last British 


master, Commodore Geoffrey 
Marr, said In London on Mon- 
day that the flames spread too 
quickly to have started acciden- 
tally, "it must have been sabo- 
tage." 


The Hong Kong fire services 


chief, Harry Wood, told a news 
conference he had no evidence

fire started." 


The fire chief said he was 


surprised at the intensity of the 
fire when firemen were called 
in. But he added that he had 
never known a big praerger 
liner to be saved after fire 
gained a firm hold.

able to board the ship for a short 
time were confined to a small 
area.

Dear Dr. Lamb^-Could you 


give me some information 
on rheumatoid arthritis? My 
daughter is almost 17 years 
old and about two-and-a-half 
years ago her wrists started 
to ache and pain. The doctor 
^aid it was a mild form of 
arthritis. 


The last few months her 


condition has gotten worse. 
The pain and aches are now 
in her ankles, elbows, knees 
and. it seems, all her joints. 
The attacks come m u c h 
more frequently and stay 
longer She often awakes in 
the night crying with pain. 


We tuok her to a specialist 


and lie said it was rheuma- 
toid arthritis. 


It is so hard to watch an 


a (. t i \ e teen-ager 
hobble 


around some days because 
her ankles are too sore to 
walk on properly. 


Dear Header -The descrip- 


tion of your daughter's trou- 
ble is typical of rheumatoid 
arthritis. Although it more 
often occurs a little later, it 
can and does occur in teen- 
agers. 


The best program is to be 


under the care of a special- 
ist in arthritis. Perhaps the 
doctor you are now seeing is 
one, technically c a l l e d a 
rheumatologist. S i n c e you 
are in Canada 1 don't know 
what type of organizations 
you might have to help with 
this problem. But you can 
write to the Arthritis Foun- 
dation, 1212 Avenue of the 
Americas, New York, N.Y. 
10036, to find out if there are 
any nearby Canadian chap- 
ters that can offer literature 
or information, or even the 
names of specialists in rheu- 
matology. People in the 
United States can do the 
same or obtain help from a 
chapter iu their community. 


It there is one in your city, 
it will be listed in the tele- 
phone directory. 


I can offer you one word 


of encouragement. L a R u e 
Stone, who has lived with 
this problem for 25 years, 
sat down and wrote what it 
was like to live with her 
arthritis. I added a brief re- 
view of the important medi- 
cal considerations. You can

Then stay with 
your doctor and don't chase 
after miracle cures.

to say it, but you must real- 
ize that continued unrelent- 
ing medical supervision by 
a competent doctor is your 
b e s t chance to provide a 
happy future for your daugh- 
ter.
